Maid to testify against Queen expresses sympathy for 
IMF chief in sex case victims of Anglo-Irish troubles 

NEW YORK. IAFPI - The awaitins his next hearing on © 


maid who accused IMF chief 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn of 
sexual assault hasl testify 
against him Wednesday, reject¬ 
ing any notion that she will¬ 
ingly had sex in a New York 
hotel, her lawyer said. 

"There is nothing consen¬ 
sual about what took place in 
that hotel room," lawyer Jeff 
Shapiro told NBC television. 

The 32-year-old woman, a 
single mother originally from 
Guinea, alleges Strauss-Kahn 
groped and mauled her in his 
suite in the Sofitel hotel in 
New York, and forcibly tried to 
have oral sex with her. 

One of the world’s most 
powerful men, Strauss-Kahn 
has denied seven counts of al¬ 
leged sexual assault and at¬ 
tempted rape, as well as 
unlawful imprisonment. 

But he was refused bail on 
Monday and is under suicide 
watch in New York City's no¬ 
torious Rikers Island jail 


Friday. 

The IMF boss and veteran 
French politician is the most 
high-profile prisoner they have 
ever housed in the gritty com¬ 
plex, Norman Seabrook, pres¬ 
ident of the correction officers 
union, told AFR 

The IMF boss has had to 
trade his sharp suits for a grey 
jumpsuit specially designed to 
minimize risks, and has to 
wear slip-on shoes with no 
laces. 

And when Strauss-Kahn 
heads to court on Friday to 
hear if a grand jury has ruled 
whether there is enough evi¬ 
dence to indict him, he will be 
placed under extraordinarily 
tight security. 

Strauss-Kahn's lawyers in¬ 
sist he did not try to flee the 
country as alleged, and that 
after he left his hotel suite he 
went out to lunch, suggesting 
he was not trying to flee a 
crime scene.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
China "never intends to chal¬ 
lenge the US" and welcomes 
its role maintaining peace in 
the Asia-Pacific region, Peo¬ 
ple's Fiberation Army Chief 
of General Staff Chen Bingde 
told US military officers 
Wednesday. 


While the Chinese mili¬ 
tary has improved consider¬ 
ably in the past years, there 
is still a large gap between 
them and US military might, 
Chen told officers at the Na¬ 
tional Defense University in 
Washington. 

China "never intends to 
challenge the US," Chen told 
the officers, speaking 
through an interpreter. 

China "welcomes a con¬ 
structive US role in main¬ 
taining and promoting peace 
stability and prosperity in the 
Asia-Pacific region," he said. 

Chen earlier invited his 
counterpart, US Joint Chiefs 
chairman Admiral Mike 
Mullen, to visit China. "I hope 
he visits China as soon as pos¬ 
sible," Chen said. 


The first British monarch 
to visit the Republic since it 
won its independence from 
Fondon in 1922 said the two 
countries were now "firm 
friends and equal partners" at 
a state banquet at Dublin Cas¬ 
tle, the former seat of British 
colonial power. 

The queen said that though 
Britain and Ireland now had 
shared economic and cultural 
links and had worked hard to 
achieve a peace settlement in 
British-ruled Northern Ire¬ 
land, it was "impossible to ig¬ 
nore the weight of history". 

Following a series of visits 
to highly sensitive Irish sites, 
her remarks are likely to be in¬ 
terpreted as a giant step to¬ 
wards healing old divisions, 
while the fact they were made 
in Dublin by a British sover¬ 
eign will be seen as ground¬ 
breaking. 

"It is a sad and regrettable 
reality that through history our 
islands have experienced 


more than their fair share of 
heartache, turbulence and 
loss," the 85-year-old 
monarch said. 

As the queen is not a polit¬ 
ical figure, it was not within 
her role to deliver an apology, 
but Prime Minister David 
Cameron has already said 
sorry on behalf of the govern¬ 
ment for the Bloody Sunday 
killings in Fondonderry, 
Northern Ireland, in 1972. 

The monarch earned a 
round of applause for starting 
her address in Irish Gaelic, 
saying "A Uachtarain agus a 
chairde" ("President and 
friends"). 

She ended her remarks by 
saying good neighbours 
should always be close. 

In her remarks, Irish Presi¬ 
dent Mary McAleese said the 
visit — the first by a British 
sovereign in 100 years — was 
"a culmination of the success 
of the peace process". 


Astronauts inspect damaged tiles on 
shuttle: 

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - Astronauts are examining several 
heat shield tiles that appear to have been damaged dur¬ 
ing the shuttle Endeavour's ascent into orbit, but NASA 
said there was no cause for concern. 

Graphics depicting several chipped tiles on the under¬ 
side of the orbiterwere broadcast during a routine press 
conference at the end of Day 3 of the shuttle mission, 
with three tiles highlighted in yellow as of particular in¬ 
terest to NASA, Cain said. 

Astronauts were able to capture high resolution photos 
of the shuttle's exterior when it approached the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station earlier Wednesday, doing a nine- 
minute, 360-degree flip before docking at the orbiting lab. 
The crew is equipped with kits to repair damaged tiles if 
needed. Shuttle managers would know more about what 
steps, if any, should be taken in the coming days, Cain 
said. The shuttle Columbia disintegrated in 2003 during 
its fiery re-entry toward Earth after its heat shield was 
damaged by a piece of foam that broke off the external 
fuel tank during launch, weakening the shuttle's protec¬ 
tive cover. 

NASA has taken particular care to closely examine the 
shuttle's heat shield after liftoff ever since. 

Endeavour is the second to last mission of the US shuttle 
program, which will end later this year after the final 
launch by Atlantis.

Aruba on the “black list” is a 
thing of the past 



ORANJESTAD - The rapid 
intervention of the Mike 
Eman government with re¬ 
spect to the recommendations 
of the Financial Action Task 
Force (FATF) will ensure that 
Aruba will never be among 
those nations considered to 
be corrupt who have no rules 
regarding financial transac¬ 
tions and the fight against ter¬ 
rorism. 

Last Friday the Aruba Par¬ 
liament deliberated on the 
newly proposed law dealing 
with combating terrorism and 
money laundering. There is a 
deadline to comply with, in 
order to avoid being placed 
on the black list with its 
devastating consequences for 
our economy. From the very 
inception of this new govern¬ 
ment, work was begun on the 
creation of the necessary laws 
recommended by the FATF to 
avoid being labeled an island 


without laws in this particular 
area. 

In October 2009 it was 
discovered that there were as 
many as 49 FATF recommen¬ 
dations which included 16 
special recommendations that 
Aruba was not complying 
with. The law to be ratified in 
Parliament this Friday is a 
very important law. On May 
20th Aruba has to report to 
FATF on the status of this law 
and on June 20th during an 
important meeting of the 
TAFT organization in Mex¬ 
ico Aruba is expected to pres¬ 
ent a clarification of our 
report. 

This means that Aruba 
must be ready with this law 
before May 20th and put it 
into effect before June 20th. 

Deliberations on this law 
have sparked much debate in 
Parliament because of the 
fact that the interest of the 


local market as well as the 
general international interest 
must be kept in focus. How¬ 
ever, last Friday’s delibera¬ 
tions were very productive 
and satisfactory, according to 
Minister of Finance, Mike de 
Meza. He is hopeful that 
there will be a unanimous ac¬ 
ceptance of this law by all 
parties. 

In the creation of this par¬ 
ticular law, the College of 
Lawyers and Tax advisors, 
who had serious concerns 
about certain aspects of this 
law, were consulted. Some of 
their suggestions were incor¬ 
porated into the Modification 
and Amendment Notes. 

According to de Meza, in 
2009 Aruba received a very 
poor rating. The delay in 
complying with the TAFT 
conditions has cost us consid¬ 
erable money. We had to 
work with urgency to find ex¬ 
perts from Europe for the 
necessary expertise to create 
this law. 

Not acting rapidly and im¬ 
plementing different local 
Ministerial directives to fi¬ 
nally reach this stage of hav¬ 
ing said law, Aruba would 
have been placed on the “No 
Compliance” list, otherwise 
known as the “Black List.” 
This would have been devas¬ 
tating for Aruba’s economy. 
Countries would have ceased 
their economic activity with 
Aruba. Our tourism sector 
would have suffered as well 
as the refinery. 


Changes in the LTU 
(Admissions and 
Expulsion laws) are at 
The General Advice Counsel 


ORANJESTAD — In advance 
of the recently introduced law 
regarding Admissions and Ex¬ 
pulsions (LTU), the govern¬ 
ment has already begun 
adapting their policies in anti¬ 
cipation of the new law to be 
implemented shortly, most 
probably this year yet. 

During an extensive press 
conference, accompanied by 
several executives, Minister of 
Infrastructure, Integration and 
Environment, Benny Sevinger 
presented ample information 
regarding the new manage¬ 
ment structure and the new 
policies to be effected at the 
DIMAS. 

The government has been 
working on the changes in the 
LTU for the past year. These 
changes have been compiled 
and are now at the General Ad¬ 
vice Counsel for their review 
and input, which will later be 
sent to Parliament for ap¬ 
proval. In anticipation of the 
new laws, Minister Sevinger 
explained that one of the big 
changes is the Swiss Model, 
which will be eliminated from 
our laws. Other changes have 
to do with Dutch Kingdom cit¬ 
izens. 

There will be less stringent 
procedures in the application 
process for permits for King¬ 
dom citizens. Permits for 
Dutch citizens, as well as for 
all other foreign citizens, must

be channeled through the De¬ 
partment of Labor. The only 
difference for Dutch citizens is 
that only their first permit will 
be evaluated. The moment that 
this permit requires an exten¬ 
sion, there will be no need for 
further evaluation. 

If a Dutch citizen can prove 
that he has a 3-year contract 
with the same company, he 
may be granted a permit for the 
amount of years of the contract 
and/or for up to five years. 

The proposed law, once it 
returns from the General Ad¬ 
vice Counsel, will be sent to 
Parliament. Here, it is subject 
to a possible amendment, if 
Parliament vows for this. It is 
hoped that it can be ready for 
implementation before the end 
of this year.

Followers of THE MORNING 
NEWS are aware we began 
telling our stories of animal ac¬ 
tivist Kiki Arndt and her 
Aruban foundation, Cas Ani¬ 
mal, several months ago; Kiki 
reports they are helping in her 
efforts to see stray dogs and 
cats adopted and towards gar¬ 
nering donations for them to be 
neutered, housed and fed. 

The paper was partly 
prompted to begin this series 
by a letter to the editor from a 
tourist, castigating islanders 
and the government for their 
treatment of unwanted ani¬ 
mals, as quite a few are eutha¬ 
nized by an official agency, 
annually. Kiki’s life is dedi¬ 
cated to raising funds to build 
a proper no-kill facility that 
will house up to 200 dogs plus 
cats and other animals; 
presently she has 72 dogs and 
10 puppies she feeds and cares 
for in her home, along with 38 
cats at a friend’s. She has been 
awarded the land from the 
government to do so. 

A story that made headlines 
in March spotlights the fact 
that euthanizing stray animals 
is not a particularly Aruban 
practice, as the “puppy from 
Ohio who would not die”, 
demonstrates. 

“Scott Prall arrived at the 
local animal shelter at the end 
of his shift Feb. 18, where he 
found six or seven malnou¬ 
rished puppies. His supervisor 
instructed him to kill the dogs 
because the local shelter was 
overcrowded. There were 22 
dogs in a facility with only 12 
cages. Prall injected each 
puppy, along with two larger 
abandoned dogs, with two sup¬ 
posedly lethal doses of a seda¬ 
tive. The first was given in the 
foreleg and the other was in¬ 
jected into the heart, meant to 
ensure the dogs’ deaths.” 

Most U.S. cities and towns 
have an official agency to col¬ 
lect stray animals, which euth¬ 
anizes them almost imme¬ 
diately, Aruba does not, and so 
more strays will be seen on our 
streets. There is a place where 
islanders can leave unwanted 
animals, connect to the Way- 
aca Animal Shelter, whose vol¬ 
unteers will care for the dogs 
and cats that are healthy and 
encourage people to adopt; 
their facility is also extremely 
limited. 

Animal Rights Aruba has 
programs to educate the popu¬ 
lation regarding humane treat¬ 
ment of all animals, as well as 
the importance of neutering 
their pets to stop the cycle of 


landers as a nation. 

She is the person many resorts 
call to see to the stray animals 
that have made a home on their 
premises, and as we have de¬ 
tailed here, and they have insti¬ 
gated adoption programs 
among their staff. 

Since coming to live on 
Aruba over 14 years ago, Kiki 
has been retrieving dogs and 
cats off the streets and nursing 
them back to health, while psy¬ 
chologically rehabilitating 
them to their naturally affec¬ 
tionate and devoted disposi¬ 
tions. They are living proof 
that a little kindness goes a 
long way. If you wish to assist 
with a donation for neutering 
or medical care to rescue a sick 
or injured dog, call 565-2130 
or 742-8732. She has several 
for adoption, and it is not un¬ 
usual for vacationers to return 
to their homes with one of our 
very appealing “cunucu dogs.” 
Just such a story was featured 
in the February 2011 edition of 
“Dog Fancy” magazine. Trans¬ 
porting them to the U.S. or Eu¬ 
rope is simple and she will 
walk you through the process. 


Our point here is that we 
suggest before sending nasty 
letters to Aruban authorities 
and newspapers threatening to 
never to return to the island, 
visitors check and see how 
stray animals are treated in 
their home town; they might 
be very unpleasantly surprised. 
If it breaks your heart, don’t 
just knock off a quick e-mail, 
but make an authentic effort- 
adopt a dog, give a donation, 
join and follow the Cas Animal 
Foundation Facebook page, 
and show you really care in 
some tangible way. 

It costs an astronomical 
amount of money to feed all 
the dogs Kiki maintains, as 
well as her Animal Ambu¬ 
lance to transport sick or in¬ 
jured dogs to the vet’s office, 
not only her own, but as a free 
service when their owners are 
unable to do so.

The next time a website says 
to download new software to 
view a movie or fix a prob¬ 
lem, think twice.

In fact, about one out of 
every 14 programs down¬ 
loaded by Windows users 
turns out to be malicious, Mi¬ 
crosoft said this week. And 
even though Microsoft has a 
feature in its Internet Ex¬ 
plorer browser designed to 
steer users away from un¬ 
known and potentially un¬ 
trustworthy software, about 5 
percent of users ignore the 
warnings and download ma¬ 
licious Trojan horse pro¬ 
grams anyway.

BEIJING (AFP) - A bizarre

ding or the death of Osama 
bin Laden.

TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese 
developers have unveiled an 
electric car they said Wednes¬ 
day can travel more than 300 
kilometres before its battery 
runs flat. 

Electric vehicle specialist 
SIM-Drive, which hopes to 
take the car to market by 
2013 but gave no projected 
cost, said its four-seater 
"SIM-LEI" had motors inside 
each wheel and a super-light 
frame, allowing for 333 kilo¬ 
metres (207 miles) of motor¬ 
ing on one charge in a test. 

Its designers say they hope 
the prototype, a joint project 
among 34 organisations in¬ 


cluding Mitsubishi Motors 
and engineering firm IHI, 
will be sold to car manufac¬ 
turers for mass production. 

Automakers such as Nis¬ 
san, which launched its all¬ 
electric Leaf last year with a 
160-kilometre range, are gam¬ 
bling that electric cars with 
zero tailpipe emissions will 
catch on and, some time in the 
future, start to drive traditional 
petrol-guzzlers off the road. 

Electric cars still face key 
hurdles such as costly batter¬ 
ies and the lack of conve¬ 
niently-located recharging 
points, which limits their op¬ 
erating radius.

Dengue (DENG-gay) fever is 
a disease — ranging from 
mild to severe — caused by 
four related viruses spread by 
a particular species of mos¬ 
quito. No specific treatment 
for dengue fever exists, and 
most people recover. But if 
you have a severe form of the 
disease, you need hospital 
care. 

Millions of cases of 
dengue infection occur world¬ 
wide each year. Most often, 
dengue fever occurs in urban 
areas of tropical and subtropi¬ 
cal regions. 

Symptoms 

Signs and symptoms of 
dengue fever vary, depending 
on the form and severity of the 
disease. 

Dengue fever 

With the mild form of the 
disease, you may experience 
some or all of these signs and 
symptoms: 

*High fever, up to 105 F 
(40.6 C) 

*A rash over most of your 
body, which may subside after 
a couple of days and then 
reappear 

* Severe headache, back¬ 
ache or both 

*Pain behind your eyes 

^Severe joint and muscle 
pain 

*Nausea and vomiting 

*Sign and symptoms usu¬ 
ally begin about four to seven 
days after being bitten by a 
mosquito carrying a dengue 
virus. Mild dengue fever 
rarely causes death, and your 
symptoms will usually sub¬ 
side within a week after start¬ 
ing. 

Dengue hemorrhagic fever 

More-severe forms of the 
disease usually begin the 
same way as the mild form 
(dengue fever) then become 
worse after several days. 

— a more severe form of 
the disease than initial dengue 


fever — can cause signs and 
symptoms of dengue fever 
plus: 

* Significant damage to 
your blood and lymph vessels 

* A decrease in the number 
of blood cells that help your 
blood clot (platelets) 

^Bleeding from the nose 
and mouth 

^Bleeding under the skin,

*Death 

Dengue shock syndrome 

— the most severe form of the 
disease — may cause signs 
and symptoms of mild dengue 
fever plus: 

* Severe abdominal pain 

* Frequent vomiting 

^Disorientation 

*Fluid (plasma) leakage 
from blood vessels 

* Heavy bleeding 

*A sudden drop in blood 
pressure (shock) 

*Death 

Severe signs and symp¬ 
toms may appear after your 
fever has improved. In a small 
number of cases, people with 
a severe form of the disease 
die of it. Modern supportive 
hospital care decreases this 
risk. 

When to see a doctor 

If you have any signs or 
symptoms of dengue fever, 
see your doctor. If you've re¬ 
cently traveled to a region in 
which the disease is known to 
occur, be sure to inform your 


doctor. 

Causes 

Dengue fever is caused by 
any one of four dengue 
viruses spread by the Aedes 
aegypti mosquito. These mos¬ 
quitoes thrive in and near 
human habitations, where 
they breed in even the cleanest 
water. 

Mosquitoes transmit the 
virus back and forth between 
humans. 

You can become infected 
with dengue fever more than 
once. This happens when 
you're exposed to a different 
one of the four dengue viruses 
from the one to which you 
were previously exposed. In¬ 
fection a second time is typi¬ 
cally what causes the more 
severe form of the disease — 
dengue hemorrhagic fever. 
Risk factors 

Factors that put you at 
greater risk of developing 
dengue fever or a more severe 
form of the disease include: 

* Living or traveling in 
tropical areas. Dengue virus 
transmission occurs year- 
round, although the risk is 
highest during a recognized 
dengue fever outbreak. 

* Prior infection with a dengue 
fever virus.Previous infection 
with a dengue fever virus in¬ 
creases your risk of a more se¬ 
vere form of the disease. This 
is especially true for children. 
Complications 

Most people with dengue 
fever recover within five to 14 
days. Some, particularly 
adults, may feel listless, tired 
and even depressed for sev¬ 
eral weeks to months after 
being infected. 

If severe, dengue fever can 
lead to dengue hemorrhagic 
fever and dengue shock syn¬ 
drome, those who survive 
may experience liver, blood 
vessel and brain damage, as 
well as seizures 


UN: China hospitals 
deny help to HIV/AIDS 
patients 


BEIJING,China (AFP)- 
People living with HIV/AIDS 
in China are routinely denied 
medical treatment in hospitals, 
a UN agency said, in a sign of 
ongoing discrimination despite 
recent progress. 

The International Labour 
Organization (ILO) uncovered 
HIV-related discrimination in 
China's hospitals and clinics 
via interviews with more than 
100 people living with HIV, 
and 23 hospital managers and 
healthcare workers. 

One 37-year-old man living 
with HIV — the virus that 
causes AIDS - from the north¬ 
ern province of Shaanxi said 
he had huge difficulties getting 
treatment when he found a 
lump in his stomach. 

"Each hospital advised that 
I should be hospitalised imme¬ 
diately for surgery, but when 
they heard that I was HIV-pos¬ 
itive, none were willing to ac¬ 
cept me. They asked me to go 
to the infectious diseases hos¬ 
pital," he was quoted as saying. 


"That hospital did not agree 
to let me use the operating the¬ 
atre. They said if other patients 
knew that an HIV person had 
used the operating theatre, it 
would badly influence the hos¬ 
pital's reputation." 

According to Chinese au¬ 
thorities, at least 740,000 peo¬ 
ple have HIV/AIDS in the 
country, out of a total popula¬ 
tion of 1.3 billion, although ad¬ 
vocates for patients believe the 
real figure could be much 
higher. 

Those living with 
HIV/AIDS have long faced 
discrimination, but there has 
been progress as the govern¬ 
ment has started talking more 
openly about HIV prevention 
and control. 

Hospitals in China are also 
primarily driven by profit, and 
the report said hospital man¬ 
agement was sometimes wor¬ 
ried that prospective patients 
would go elsewhere if they 
knew the hospital provided 
services for people with HIV.

US presses green growth 
in Asia 


BIG SKY, Montana (AFP) - 
Warning that the era of cheap 
fuel was over, the United 
States on Wednesday called 
for Pacific Rim economies to 
knock down trade barriers to 
spur growth in clean energy. 

President Barack Obama’s 
administration, which faces 
domestic opposition on cli¬ 
mate change, is putting a high 
priority on the environment as 
the United States this year 
chairs the 21-member Asia- 
Pacific Economic Coopera¬ 
tion forum. 

Meeting senior APEC 
trade officials at the snow- 
covered ski resort of Big Sky, 
Montana, Commerce Secre¬ 
tary Gary Locke said that mil¬ 
lions of green jobs are waiting 
to be created from the factory 
floor to the construction sec¬ 
tor. 

"In the next few decades, 
world economies will need to 
rebuild and reinvent virtually 
every industrial activity — 
from power generation and 
transportation to manufactur- 



ing and construction — all to 
succeed in an energy environ¬ 
ment that looks drastically 
different from the one that 
we're used to," Locke said. 

"For well over 100 years, 
much of the world enjoyed 
two luxuries that helped pro¬ 
pel the greatest burst of sus¬ 
tained economic growth in 
human history. 

"Fossil fuels were cheap 
and abundant. And number 
two: we either didn't know 
about or didn't care about im¬ 
pact to our planet from green¬ 
house gas emissions caused 
by burning those fuels," he 
said. "Those days are over." 

But Locke said that clean 
energy needed entrepreneurs 
-- and that the Asia-Pacific re- 


gion had too many barriers to 
trade. 

He pointed to US concerns 
about lack of protection for 
intellectual property, along 
with transportation costs, cus¬ 
toms clearance delays and 
lack of access to financing. 

APEC includes rising 
powers in clean energy in¬ 
cluding China, which has sur¬ 
passed the United States as 
the top investor in green tech¬ 
nology even as its carbon 
emissions keep soaring for¬ 
ward. 

Obama's rivals in the Re¬ 
publican Party gained ground 
in congressional elections last 
year and are deeply suspi¬ 
cious about action on climate 
change, with many saying 
that it would prove too costly 
at a time of high oil prices 
and unemployment. 

Locke said that clean jobs 
were real and criticized those 
who are "deriding green jobs 
as little more than a market¬ 
ing tool contrived by environ¬ 
mentalists." 


EU warns against bluefln tuna 
fishing in Libya waters 



BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- The European Commission 
on Wednesday warned against 
fishing bluefin tuna in Libyan 
waters or buying it from 
Libyan-flagged ships, which 
are likely to be catching the 
endangered fish illegally. 

Tripoli has allowed fishing 
in its waters for the upcoming 
trawling season, despite the 
conflict and its plans not hav¬ 
ing been approved by an inter¬ 
national organisation that 
monitors tuna catches in the 
Mediterranean. 

With no international ob¬ 
servers aboard Libyan vessels 
to document the catches, 


therefore "bluefin 
tuna caught by the 
Libyan fleet will be 
well on track to be 
deemed illegal," said 
EU fisheries commis¬ 
sioner Maria 

Damanaki. 

European Union 
law prohibits the 
trade, landing, import, 
export, and transhipment of 
bluefin tuna without proper 
documentation, she said. 

"I therefore urged EU Min¬ 
isters to monitor the fishing 
activities of these vessels," 
Damanaki said in a letter to; 
fisheries ministers from the 
27-nation EU, adding that no 
EU boats will fish in Libyan 
waters. 

Industrial trawling of: 
Mediterranean tuna, prized in 
sushi, unfolds during a spe¬ 
cific season, running from 
May 15 to June 15. 

The quotas are alloted by 
the International Commission 


for the Conservation of At¬ 
lantic Tunas (ICCAT) under a 
48-nation agreement which 
covers the eastern Atlantic as 
well as the Mediterranean. 

After a fierce 10-day de¬ 
bate last November, ICATT 
members set an overall catch 
level for 2011 of 12,900 
tonnes, barely unchanged 
from 13,500 tonnes in 2010. 
Libya's share this year is 902 
tonnes.

CHICAGO (AFP) - The stars 
came out to honor Oprah Win¬ 
frey in a pair of spectacular 
farewell shows taped in front 
of 13,000 ecstatic fans as the 
talk show queen wraps up her 
25th and final season. 

Tom Hanks served as host 
and cheerleader for the 
evening, telling Winfrey: 
"Tonight you are surrounded 
by nothing but love" and 
thanking "a friend who had a 
classroom of millions" for 
everything she's done for her 
viewers. 

Much was said about Win¬ 
frey's charity work, but even 
more was said about how she 
inspired her fans to lead better 
lives and help others. 

"It's no secret that millions 
of people are inspired by 
Oprah," a gushing Madonna 
told the crowd. 

"She's a self-made woman 
who's been at the top of her 
game for over 25 years and 
she is still kicking ass and en¬ 
couraging people to dream 
big, to work hard, to read a 
book, to ask questions, to get 
an education no matter who 
you are or where you come 
from." 

The two shows — which 


will air Monday and Tuesday 
ahead of the final episode 
Wednesday — were filled with 
surprises for Winfrey, who 
was brought to tears again and 
again. 

Winfrey could do little 
more than shout "MJ is in the 
house!" when Chicago Bulls 
basketball legend Michael Jor¬ 
dan returned to Chicago's 
United Center arena to join her 
on stage.

And she sat stunned as es¬ 
teemed poet and personal 
mentor Maya Angelou told the 
story of Winfrey's life while 
Alicia Keys accompanied her 
on the piano. 

"I'm just trying to stay in¬ 
side my body, girls," Winfrey 
told her friends Gayle King 
and Maria Shriver as the trib¬ 
ute-filled show approached its 
emotional conclusion. 

Dakota Fanning led a group 
of young "ultimate viewers" - 


- including one who thanked 
Winfrey for helping to "lift the 
shame of being abused and 
taught me it wasn't my fault." 

"We call ourselves Oprah 
show babies. Your voice has 
been the soundtrack of our 
lives," Fanning said. 

"We've learned from the 
Oprah show that we are 
enough. That we matter, that 
our lives are of value." 

Beyonce stunned the crowd 
with a rousing performance of 
her female empowerment an¬ 
them "Run the World (Girls)." 

Jerry Seinfeld got the audi¬ 
ence laughing by thanking 
Oprah for teaching men how 
to be better husbands and how 
to survive disagreements by 
learning to talk as if they're on 
Oprah: "Just listen, nod and 
answer the question." 

Will Smith hosted the sec¬

Barry, Katie Holmes and 
Queen Latifah were among the 
stars to pay tribute. 

Winfrey's devoted fans 
may be losing a beloved after¬ 
noon companion, but they cer¬ 
tainly won't have to say 
goodbye. 

The cultural kingmaker — 
whose comfy couches have 
launched scores of careers 
from Dr. Phil to the inventors 
of her "favorite things" — ex¬ 
panded her media empire Jan¬ 
uary 1 with the high-stakes 
launch of her OWN cable net¬ 
work.

NEW DELHI, India (AFP)- 
The Indian cricket board on 
Wednesday slapped a $50,000 
fine on soon-to-retire bowling 
legend Shane Warne over a 
bust-up between the Australian 
and an official during this sea¬ 
son’s IPL. 

The punishment casts a 
cloud over Warne's last game 
of professional cricket on Fri¬ 
day when his Rajasthan Royals 
team take on the Mumbai Indi¬ 
ans in the Indian Premier 
League. 

The leg-spin maestro, cap¬ 
tain of the Rajasthan team, was 
involved in an angry exchange 
with Sanjay Dixit, secretary of 
the Rajasthan state cricket as¬ 
sociation, following his team's 
defeat at home last week. 

Wame was furious about his 
team being asked to play on a 
different wicket than one used 
in previous games, but he later 
apologised for "any distress" 
his action may have caused. 

After a complaint by the Ra- 
jasthan cricket association, 
Warne and Dixit were sum¬ 
moned for a hearing before a 
disciplinary commission com¬ 
prising IPL chairman Chirayu 


Amin and former player Ravi 
Shastri. 

"The commission has de¬ 
cided to impose a fine of 
US$50,000 upon Mr Wame," 
the Board of Control for 
Cricket in India (BCCI), which 
runs Indian cricket, said in a 
statement. 

It said the disciplinary com¬ 
mission "regards the public 
criticism of Mr Dixit as being 
a serious breach by Mr Wame 
of his IPL playing contract". 

"However, at the same time, 
the commission also recognises 
that Mr Wame has apologised 
to Mr Dixit, and that the inci¬ 
dent occurred just after the 
match. 

"In addition, the commis¬ 
sion is cognisant of the contri¬ 
bution to the game of cricket in 
general, and to the Indian Pre¬ 
mier League, which has been 
made by Mr Wame." 

The 41-year-old touched off 
controversy when he hinted at 
a conspiracy over the selection 
of a new wicket for a home 
match against Chennai Super 
Kings which Rajasthan's spin- 
heavy attack stmggled to bowl 
on.

VIRGINIA WATER (AFP) - 
France won the right to host 
the 2018 Ryder Cup here 
Tuesday, triumphing despite 
emotional appeals for the 
event to be awarded to Spain 
in tribute to Seve Ballesteros. 

France's bid, which cen¬ 
tres on Fe Golf National 
course outside Paris, success¬ 
fully beat out rival bids from 
venues in Germany, Portugal, 
the Netherlands and Spain. 

French bid officials burst 
into applause as European 
Tour chief executive George 
O'Grady confirmed their vic¬ 
tory by a "clear but narrow 
margin" in an announcement 
at Wentworth Golf Club out¬ 
side Fondon. 

The 2018 event will be 
only the second Ryder Cup 
ever held on continental Eu¬ 
rope following its staging in 
Valderrama, Spain in 1997, 
when Ballesteros master¬ 
minded a dramatic victory 
over the United States. 


The next Ryder Cup will 
be held outside Chicago, Illi¬ 
nois next year before the 
event goes to Gleneagles, 
Scotland in 2014. 


BOSTON, Massachusetts 
(AFP) - Tyler Seguin and 
Michael Ryder each scored 
twice during a five-goal 
splurge in the second period 
that powered Boston to a 6-5 
National Hockey Feague 
playoff victory over Tampa 
Bay. 

The triumph pulled the 
Bruins level with Tampa Bay 
at 1-1 in the best-of-seven 
Eastern Conference champi¬ 
onship series and snapped an 
eight-game Fightning playoff 
win streak.

Andre Villas-Boas' side 
arrived at the Aviva Stadium 
already crowned as Por¬ 
tuguese champions after a 
record-breaking domestic 
season and Falcao's latest 
heroics brought them an even 
greater prize. 

It was fitting that Falcao's 
superb header just before 
half-time proved the decisive 
moment as he had smashed 
Jurgen Klinsmann's record 
for most goals in a Europa 
Feague campaign earlier in 
the tournament. 

While Falcao's name is 
now firmly etched in the 
tournament's history books, it 
may be that winning the Eu¬ 
ropa Feague is only the start 
of an even more memorable 
career for Villas-Boas. 

At 33 years old, he is the 
youngest coach to win a 
UEFA club competition and 
he has already surpassed 
some of the formidable 
achievements of his mentor 
Jose Mourinho - the last man¬ 
ager to win this tournament 
for Porto back in 2003 when 
Villas-Boas worked as the 
club's opposition scout. 

Since taking charge of 
Porto last year, Villas-Boas 
has enjoyed a meteoric rise 
and he will finish the season 
with a treble if his team beat 
Vitoria Guimaraes in the Por¬ 
tuguese Cup final on Sunday.

Olympics: 2012 torch 
relay route unveiled

LONDON (AFP) - The torch 
relay before the 2012 London 
Olympics will start in Land's 
End and travel as far as the 
outer reaches of Scotland on 
an 8,000-mile (12,875-kilo- 
metre) journey, organisers 
said Wednesday. 

The Olympic flame will ar¬ 
rive from Greece on May 18, 
2012 and the relay will get 
under way on the westerly tip 
of mainland Britain and con¬ 
tinue for 70 days until the 
opening ceremony of the 
Games on July 27, 2012. 

There will be no interna¬ 
tional relay after the chaos 
caused by human rights pro¬ 


testers demonstrating against 
China's hosting of the 2008 
Games, although the relay 
may incorporate a stop in 
Dublin. 

The first torch relay was 
introduced at the modem 
Olympics ahead of the infa¬ 
mous 1936 Berlin Games 
where, after being lit in 
Greece, the flame was carried 
by 3,331 runners over 12 days 
to the German capital. 

The first global torch relay 
was held in 2004 ahead of the 
Athens Games, where the 
flame was carried around the 
world before eventually arriv¬ 
ing back in the Greek capital.

DALLAS, Texas (AFP) - 
Dirk Nowitzki scored 48 
points and set an NBA 
record with a 24-for-24 free 
throw shooting performance 
to power Dallas over Okla¬ 
homa City 121-112 in the 
opener of their NBA playoff 
series. 

German playmaker 
Nowitzki went 12-of-15 
from the field and sank the 
most free throws without a 
miss in a playoff game in 
NBA history as the Maver¬ 
icks seized the lead in their 
best-of-seven Western Con¬ 
ference championship se¬ 
ries. 

"I was really looking to 
shoot early," Nowitzki said. 

"I was able to get my 
rhythm, make my first cou¬ 
ple shots and really got 
going." 

Nowitzki, seeking his 
first NBA title, staged a 
shooting clinic as well as 
swatting aside four shots in 
a spectacular effort, breaking 
the perfect playoff free 
throw mark of 21 set by 
Boston's Paul Pierce in 
2008. 

"He played great," Maver¬ 
icks coach Rick Carlisle said. 
"Dirk spends a lot of time 
working on his game and 
keeping himself ready. He 
got going early, did a good 
job of mixing his drives with 
his jump shots." 

Oklahoma City used six 
different players against 
Nowitzki to no avail. 

Showing no sign of prob¬ 
lems after a nine-day layoff 
since ousting the reigning 
champion Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers, the Mavericks won their 
seventh playoff game in a 
row by holding off a deter¬ 
mined Thunder squad down 
the stretch. 

NBA scoring champion 
Kevin Durant, the top play- 
maker on the NBA's 
youngest squad, scored 40 


Cavaliers claim 
Draft Lottery 

SEACAUCUS, New Jersey 
(AFP) - The Cleveland Cav- 
aliers, who lost 2003 NBA 
Draft top pick LeBron James 
to free agency 10 months 
ago, have won the NBA Draft 
Lottery to claim the top selec¬ 
tion in next month's draft. 

With a pick obtained from 
the Los Angeles Clippers that 
had only a 2.8 percent chance 
of landing the top spot, the 
struggling Cavaliers claimed 
the top pick and will make their 
own choice fourth overall. 

"I am very excited for the 
fans of Cleveland, who have 
been through a very, very 
rough year," Cavaliers owner

Dan Gilbert said. "They de¬ 
serve it more than anybody 
and they have some good 
hope now." 

The Cavaliers faded from 
a 61-21 title contender to a 
19-63 season after James, 
who played seven seasons 
near his Ohio hometown of 
Akron, departed for the 
Miami Heat to unite with fel¬ 
low stars Dwayne Wade and 
Chris Bosh. 

Gilbert vowed after James 
made his departure that the 
Cavaliers would win a title 
before the NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player who turned his 
back on Cleveland.
